1 . AMBASSADOR NICOLAE CALLED AT HIS REQUEST ON ARMITAGE 
AFTERNOON OF AUGUST 24 TO CONTINUE DISCUSSION OF COMING 
CONGRESSIONAL HEARINGS. lONITA ACCOMPANIED. 

2. NICOLAE OPENED MEETING BY PRESENTING ARMITAGE WITH 
PRINTED SET OE REMARKS MADE BY DR. SZAZ DURING HIS VISIT 
TO ROMANIA, INCLUDING INTERVIEW EOR ROMANIAN-HUNGARIAN 
MAGAZINE "UTUNK" JUNE 4. (COPIES BEING POUCHED.) SZAZ'S 
REMARKS INCLUDE A NUMBER OF POSITIVE STATEMENTS ABOUT THE 
CONDITION OE THE HUNGARIAN MINORITY, INCLUDING THE COMMENT 
THAT THE PROBLEMS SZAZ FOUND WERE NOT AS SERIOUS AS HE HAD 
BEEN TOLD TO EXPECT, AND SOME PROBLEMS DIDN'T EVEN EXIST. 
ROMANIAN EMBASSY EVIDENTLY INTENDS TO USE THESE REMARKS TO 
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LINE DURING TESTIMONY. 

3. ARMITAGE TOLD NICOLAE THAT IN MEETINGS AUGUST 23 WITH 
SUBCOMMITTEE STAFF, HE HAD FOUND THEM DISPOSED TO ASK 

POTENTIAL WITNESSES REPRESENTING HUNGARIAN MINORITY 
INTERESTS TO SUBMIT WRITTEN STATEMENTS RATHER THAN 
APPEARING IN PERSON. THIS WAS ALSO TRUE FOR THOSE 
PLEADING INDIVIDUAL HUMANITARIAN CASES. OF COURSE, 

WE COULD NOT RULE OUT THE POSSIBILITY THAT SOME SUCH 
WITNESSES MIGHT APPEAR. ON THE HUNGARIAN MINORITY 
ISSUE, HE HAD EOUND UNDERSTANDING FOR OUR VIEW THAT 
THIS WAS NOT GERMANE TO THE PRINCIPAL FOCUS OF THE 
HEARINGS. TO REINFORCE THIS HE HAD POINTED OUT THAT 
THE GOR UNDERSTANDS CONGRESSIONAL CONCERN FOR THE 
HUNGARIAN MINORITY ON HUMANITARIAN GROUNDS, BUT WOULD 
NOT UNDERSTAND IT SHOULD IT BE MADE INTO A POLITICAL 
ISSUE. IN THIS CONTEXT, IT HAD BEEN USEFUL TO TELL 
THE STAFEERS OE THE HOSPITABLE WELCOME SZAZ HAD 
RECEIVED DURING HIS VISIT TO ROMANIA. 

4. NICOLAE ALSO INQUIRED ABOUT RABBI SCHINDLER'S 
REACTION TO HIS ROMANIAN VISIT. ARMITAGE SAID HE HAD 
ONLY HAD A BRIEF TELEPHONE CONVERSATION SO FAR, BUT 
HAD FOUND SCHINDLER GENERALLY SYMPATHETIC AND INCLINED 
TO TAKE A LONGER VIEW OF THE PROBLEM. SCHINDLER HAD 
MENTIONED PATAN'S PROMISE TO LOOK INTO THE 600 PENDING 
APPROVALS AND REVIEW THE 410 DENIALS (REF 2); IT MIGHT 

BE USEFUL TO GET THIS BEFORE THE HEARINGS. NICOLAE 
TOOK THIS IN. HE ADDED THAT HE AND SCHINDLER HAD 
AGREED TO MEET AGAIN AFTER SCHINDLER'S RETURN. THIS 
MAY TAKE PLACE NEXT WEEK, WHEN NICOLAE WILL BE IN NEW 
YORK.
